gress closed. This event would be of 
no extraordinary importanc to the 
country were it not for the fact that th 

adjournment took place without any 


appropriation having been made for th 

support of thearmy. Depriving govern- 
ment of the means of supporting the 
national defences—of the ‘* sinews of 
war’ nec ssary for the protection of 
fronticr settlements, as well as for sus- 
taining the milit iry est iblishments of 
the nation, is rather a serious pit of 
business, when fairly and_ honestly 
looked at without party prejudice.— 
Whenever the Commons of England 
has adopted the extreme measure of 
“stoppin r the supplis 3,’’ as history in- 
forms us it has in a few instances, it 


was only as a last resort to check th
